during  most  of  I>Sarch^  \vould  have  been  the  brightest  celestial 
bexiy  in  the  sky.  On  >iarch  G,  I567  at  6:30  p.m.,  Venus  would  have 
been  on  an  aziauth  of  26^  degrees  at  an  elevation  of  degrees. 


You  rnentiooed  throughout  the  report  that  the  object  often 
nopeared  as  a star^  only  brighter;  ulao^  It  appeai*ed  to  laove  at 
tines  and  change  colors*  VJhen  stai'S  or  planets  are  vlewd  low 
cn  the  l:orlzoQ,  the  abser*/er  Is  looking  through  many  tiK>re  miles 
of  the  earth's  atooaphere  than  when  looking  overhead  toward  the 
zenith.  The  earth* 3 ahaosphero  actually  acts  as  a prism  which. 

In  effect,  causes  the  lacoming  rays  of  light  to  be  broken  down 
into  the  various  colors  of  the  aj>ectruin.  In  technical  terms  it 
i3  said  the  incouoing  rays  are  refracted  by  the  atmosphere.  The 
closer  the  stars  are  to  tiie  hoi’ioon,  the  more  they  scintillate, 
oimpLy,  iis  mentioned  above,  l^ecause  vre  are  then  looking  through 
a thicker  layer  of  air.  This,  in  effect,  causes  an  astronomical 
body  to  appear  to  erratically  move  about  In  the  aky.

The  subject  of  imidennfled  fly* 
ing  obfects  has  long  been  highly 
disyuied  but  ????  I was  requested 
to  try  to  photograph  one  of  thes  e 
U.F.O,*s  this  week  wnich  has 
been  appearing  around  tne  Kil- 
bourne  area  since  it  was  first 
sighted  on  the  evening  of  March 
21,  1967,  around  8 p.jru  It  then 
was  sighted  hovering  at  oree-top 
level  and  when  it  was  approached 
it  moved  Into  the  western  horizon 
at  a very  high  rate  :i  speed. 


1 had  at  first  passed  this  U17 
cident  off  as  nothing  but  possi* 
bly  barge  lights  reflecting  off 
the  Illinois  River  and  then  onto 
the  clouds,  which  !-had  seen  many 
times  while  living  along  the  river, 
I did  go  to  Kllboume  last  night 
and  made  a few  exposures  of  an 
object  that  seemed  to  hover  in 
the  sky  as  it  brightly  changed 
colors  from  a bright  white  glow 
to  red  and  green.  Take  a look 
at  the  phoio  and  come  to  your 
own  conclusions  Or  better  yet, 
drive  over  to  the  intersection  of 
Rt,  97  and  the  Bath  blacktop  and 
watch  for  it,  then  if  you  think 
it  is  a U.F.O.,  a weather  bal- 
loon, or  what  have  you,  let  me 
know.  Eight  people  and  myself 
saw  the  same  thing  when  I made 
the  picture  and  none  of  us  could 
come  up  with  an  answer  as  to 
what  it  might  he.
